‘Tension created by the persist- 
ent provocations of the Jugosinvs 
against the Anglo-American o¢- 
cupying forces in Venezia Giulia 
reached a point over the week-end 
where the American Government 
was compelled to address to Jugo- 
slavia what in diplomatic parlance 
is familiarly known as an “ulti: 
matum.” This is a word with an 
ugly ring, because in the past, it 
has usually been associated with 
the threat of warlike action in the} 


levent of non-compliance “with the 


demands at the expiry of the time 
limit, No.such threat was con- 
tained or implied,in this ulti- 
matum, which, on the contrary, 
was conspicuous by its studied 
moderation in ‘totte’'and substance. 
The deliberate shooting down of 
two planes and the detention of the 
survivors was an act which might 
well have been madethe occasion 
for insistence on peremptory re- 
dress, All that the American 
Note demanded was access by 
American representatives to the 
survivors and their’ immediate 
safe delivery across the border. In 
the event of non-compliance the 
appeal was not to the sanction of 
force but to the Security Council 
of the United Nations. ‘That is 
at once the Jeast and the most 
which the American Government 
could have done consistently with 
the rule of order in international 
relations which’ it is their aim, in 
common with'other well-disposed 
Governmenfs, to promote. 
Recent Jugoslav policy has 
been all: too reminiscent of met- 
hods, familiar in Europe and clse- 
where between the wars, of which 
the world might have hoped it 
had seen the last with the defeat 
of the aggressor Powers.

1.¢@ sale of surplus proper- 
ty to Chinn ia sucessfully con- 
chided, it won't he by secret 
ugreement,” the statement add- 
ed , Negotiations are under. way 
for the sale of an estimated 
$6500,000,000 worth of civilian 
items which would be of “vast 
benefit to China and its peace- 
time economy,” they said.

Vivid Story OF 


The “Lisbon Maru” 


Mr. 


F. K. Garton, of Government Wireless, a wit- 
ness for the. prosecution at yesterday's War 


Crimes Trial, told a vivid story, of his experi- 
ences before and after the sinking of the 
“Lisbon Maru” which was torpedoed whilst on 
its way to Japan from Hong Kong with British 
and Canadian prisoners-of-war. _ 

Accused, Niimori Genichiro, who informed the 
President of the Court that, he could speak 
English, evinced great interest in the proceed- 
ings and listened carefully to all that was said. 


The proceedings attracted 
nant European spectators, 

The case is being heard before 
Lieut. Col. J. C, Stewart (Dept. 
of the JAG in India) President 
and Major M. ., Ormsby (The 
West Yorkshire Regiment) and 
Captain B. N. Kaul (The 
frontier Force Regiment) Moem- 
bers. i 

The prosecution is — being 
conducted .by Major G. B. 
Puddicumbe (Victoria Rifles of 
Canada). Accused is be de- 
fended by Messrs. — Takahitah! 
Mikio and Nibun Yurito with 
Major W. M. Gray, Cameronians 
(Scottish Rifles) as Adviser, 

The accused is charged on 
eight counts. of having com- 
mitted War Crimes at Hong 
Kong. on the High Seas and at 
Shanghai, between Sept. 27, 
1942 and August 1945, 

Opening the case for the 
prosecution, Major, Puddicombe 
said: : 

The accused Niimori Gent- 
chira wag the Chief Interpreter 
to the Prisoner of War Camp 
Staff in the Hongkong Area 
from early 1942 until the 
Jupanese surrender, He wield- 
ed considerable personal power 
and in no way confined himself 
to the duties of ‘an interpreter, 
Kyvidence will be submitted that 
he exercised executive authority 
over British and Canadian 
prisoners of war and that in hig 
dealings with them he was at all 
times callous and brutal. 

On September 25, 1942, a 
draft of 1816 British prifoners 
of war was embarked in the ss 
Lisbon Maru for transport to 
Japan. The prigoners of war 
were herded into the three halds 
of this ship. the Royal Navy 
being in No, 1 hold in the, fore- 
part; the 2nd Bn Royal. Scots: 
und the Ist Bn Middlesex and 
other small units in No, 2 hold; 
and « mixed draft: composed 
chiefly of Royal Artillery in No. 
3 hold. There were also on 
bourd some 2,000 Japanese 
troops returning home. Under 

_ the most appalling conditions of. 
over-crowding, the ship sailed on 
September 27, 1942, and on 
bourd, ag interpreter, was the 
accused. > B 


Battened Down 
On October 1, 1942, at about 
7 am. the ship was struck’ by 
‘u torpedo. Immediately follow- 
ing the explosion -all prisoners 
of war on deck were driven into 
the holds, over, which = guards 
_ Were placed, and shortly after. 
wards the hatches were battened 
down; tarpaulins, were placed 
over the hatehes and roped 
down. It will be in evidence 
that this wag done on the orders 
of Niimori. It will also be de- 
posed to by RSM RH. Challis 
in an affidavit made by him 
that beforé the hatches were 
battened down, he saw: Niimori, 
with a Japanese sentry, at the 
entrance to No, 2 hold; that he 
saw Niimori nod towards the 
‘hold and heard him rap out an 
order in Japanese whereupon 
one of the Japanese fired his 
rifle into the hold whore British 
prisoners were.

At about 9 asm. on October 
2, the Lisbon) Maru lurched 
heavily 6 port, from which it 
was apparent to the prisoners 
of whr that she was about to 
sink, Lt/Col, Stewart then gave 
an order to burat open the hatch 
covers which was accordingly 
done. 

As men emerged on deck, the 
volee-of Niimor! was heard, and 
n squad of Japanese soldiers on 
the bridge fired on the prisoners 
of war who were trying to et 
out of the holds. The Japanese 
draft und all the ship's company 
hid at this time deserted the 
ship, leaving the prisoners: to 
their fate. As the ship sank, 
many of the men in No. 3 hold 
which was aft, were trapped by 
the water and drowned. Others 
jumped ‘over the side and were 
fired at by Japanese whilst they 
were in the water. Some were 
rescued by Chinese junks which 
were standing by and some 
swam to a neighbouring island. 
Eventually, alao the  Japancse 
ceased to fire at the survivors 
and commenced to pick up some 
of those who were swimming in 
the water, ‘ 


Corporal’s Evidence 

L/Cpl, J. McDougall will state 
that at the commencement of 
the voynge, when Lt. | Col. 
Stewart asked the accused for 
some of the men to be taken 
from No, 2 hold, which was ap- 
pallingly overcrowded, Niimori 
replied “You have hothing to 
worry about, you are bred like 
rats and so can stay like rats.” 
Nothing was done. to improve 
the condition in No. 2 hold. The 
evidence will also show that 
Niimori was concerned in the 
battening down of the prisoners 
ny a result of which many dled 
of suffocation and others were 
trapped in No, 2 hold as the 
ship sank. It will- be argued 
that the accused's conduct clear- 
ly showed an intention to allow 
the prisoners of war to drown 
when the ship went .down. 


Brutal Beating 

The incident forming the 
third charge occurred on a 
transport‘named Toyama Maru 
which was transporting a draft 
of Canadian prisoners of war 
from Hongkong to Japan, It 
appears that during the course 
of this trip some of the men 
who had been given Red Gross 
sweaters sold them to Japanese 
soldiers to obtain food. This 
was noted by Niimort who or- 
dered a parade, A Rifleman of 
Royal Rifles of Canada was un- 
able to produce a sweater. -Ac- 
cused and a Japanese Corporal 
commenced to-assault him'in a 
bratal manner. He was beaten 
with a belt, struck all over the 
body, knocked down and brutal- 
ly Kicked in the stomach. Ho 
never recovered, and died about 
n month later having arrived 
at Narumi Camp, in Japan. 

In the carly hours of August 
20, 1942, four men of the Win- 
nipeg Grenadiers escaped from 
North Point Camp, Hongkong. 
The names were: Sgt, Payne, 
L/Cpl Berzenski, Pte. Adams 
and Pte, Ellis. Theao men were 
assisted in their escape by Cpl 
Meagher ,and, as his affidavit 
testifies, he ia positive their es- 
cape was not discovered until 
about 8 a.m. on that morning. A 
witness named Mak Keo-shing, 
who ‘was-an office boy at the 


POW Headquarters. at Forfar, 


Street, saw ‘Col. 
terrogating these — prigonors 
through Interpreter | Niimorj.

Although nobody waa allowed to 
speaic to Mr, Zindel during an 
inspection, Lieut, Barnett deter- 
mined to andress the Represon- 
tative to-acquaint him of ny 
fnet that prisoners were almos 
dying of hunger. Accordingly, 
as Mr. Zindel passed along the 
ranks, Lieut, Barnett stepped 
forward and told him that the 
prisoners wero not, getting en- 
ough to eat. The accused aimed 
a blow ut Licut Barnett but 
was restrained by Col. Tokunaga 
who was also present. Licut, Bar- 
nett was then hustled away to 
the ration store where he was 
left alone for a time, but waa 
later badly beaten by the Japan- 
ese Camp Staff. Finally he was 
released on August 11 on his 
signing a statement accepting 
responsibility for the conase- 
quences of his act. : 

About four days after, his re- 
lense, When in hospital as a re- 
sult of the beatings, accused, 
went to’ the hospital at about 
midnight, accompanied by one 
Tanaka, ordered Lieut Barnett 
out of bed ond gave him a sav- 
nge beating on the trumped-up 
charge that Lieut Barnett had 
been too near the Camp boun- 
dary fence. Lieut Barnett was 
struck about a hundred times 
and the . beating continued tn 
spite of ‘protests by other pri- 
aoners of war who were present, 


Affidavits. 

*Captuin PF, Vo Collison, War 
Crimes’ Investigation Team, in 
the witness box. tendered a 
number of affidavits and atate- 
ments made by various absent 
witnesses, Captain Collison 
also deposed as to the where- 
avouts of the persons ‘who had 
respectively made theng affida- 
vita and statements. 

When the Court resumed af- 
ter the tiffin adjournment, Ma- 
jor Puddicombe read © geveral 
stulements, and extracts from 
statements ‘touching unon the 
flrat and second charges, giving 
a general picture of the tieat- 
ment accorded prisoners of war 
on board the “Lisbon Maru” and 
the callous manner in which 
prisoners in the water were fir- 
ed at -by Japanese soldiers or 
left to drown, The statements 
disclosed that but for the fact 
that Chinese fishing junks be- 
gan erescuing: prisoners swim- 
ming in the-water; the Japan- 
ese themselves would not have 
done likewise. 


P.O.W.’s Story 

The next witness was Mr. 
F, K. Garton, who, testified that 
He was taken prisoner of war 
in Hong Kong on Dec, 26, 1941. 
He remained in Shamghuipo 
until September, 1942. Prison- 
ers were then mustered and told 
by the No. 1 of the Camp that 
they were goiny ta bo sent to 
a very fineggountry ‘with good 
climate, where. they would be 
put to work, The No. 1 spoke 
in Japanese and accused , acted 
as interpreter.’ They .boart!ed 
tho “Lisbon Mgru” on Sept, 26, 
1942 and the ship left Hong 
Kony on Sept, 27. The prisoners 
of war were placed in. various 


holds, Witness was in No,- 1 
hold with Naval prisoners. Con- 
ditions were appalling, It‘ was 
80 .overcrowded that men wero

I have received a number of 
memoranda which are going to be 
of the greatest assistance to me 
in framing my recommendations, 
It was also with interest and ap- 
I observed the 
helpful attitude of the Press of 
Hong Kong, particularly the -en- 
terprise of the newspaper which 
published a well designed ques- 
Qlonnaire on the subject. The ans- 
wers to this questionnaire, though 
disapbointingly few . in number, 
‘will certainly be taken into ac- 
count with other expressions of 
public opinion. ‘ 

Clear Conclusion 

One ‘clear conclusion emerges 
from an analysis of all the vari- 
ious views that have been ex- 
pressed, This is that the estab- 
Ushment of a Municipal Council 
and the transference to it of some 
of the functions of the Govern- 
ment are generally regarded as 
constituting the most satisfactory 
method of giving effect to the in- 
tentions of His Majesty's Govern~- 
ment. Certain other suggestions 
have been made, but by far the 
grenter number of comments and 
proposals received deal with the 
establishment of a Municipal 
Council and I feel myself justified 
in stating that the proposal ts 
welcomed by the citizens of Hong 
Kong and that my principal task 
is now to formulate detailed pro- 
posals for bringing such a Coun~ 
cil into being and for defining its 
functions and powers, ‘ 
In carrying out this task, ba-~ 
sides making use of the sugges- 
{tions which have already been 
submitted, I will gladly consider 
such further written proposals as 
may be recelved. Moreover I hope 
to hold oral discussions from now 
on with representatives of dif- 
ferent shades of opinion on the 
various points which have now 
to be determined.
